Finance Minister Arseny Zerev 
reported today that the 1958 
defense budget of the Soviet

Duty of Committee. 


The committee will review 
chartér revisions suggested in 
a report made by the council 
acting as a committee of the 


whole. It also will assist in 
conducting five public hear- 
ings to be held later on the 


proposed changes. 

The report proposing appoint- 
ment of the committee and out- 
lining a series of charter 
changes was signed yesterday 
by all members of the council 
except Thomas C. Dunne 
(Dem.), First District. He said 
he would issue a - statement 
later explaining his position. 

Principal changes recom- 
mended in the report and an 
accompanying draft of a re- 
vised county charter, which 
have been under study since 
early this year, were these: 

1. Elimination of the elective 
offices of assessor, collector and 
highway engineer and changing 
the coroner's office from an 
elective to an appointive one. 

2. Creation of a new De- 
partment of Revenue, headed 
by an elected director. 

3. Creation of a new appoin- 
tive office of Budget Director, 


and revision of budget proce- 
dure 

4. Establishment of a new 
Department of Public Works 


and Planning headed by an ap- 
pointed director. 

5. Institution of an annual 
audit of county finances by an 
independent, certified public 
accountant. 

6. Changing the 
County Supervisor 
Executive, 
salary from $10,000 to $17,500 
and increasing its duties. 

7. Changing the title of the 
County Auditor to Director of 
Accounts ind changing some of 
his duties. 

8. Removal of tax functions 
from the office of County Clerk 
but continuing the office as an 
elective position. 

9. Increasing the number of 
constables to equal the number 
of magistrates 

10. Broadened powers for 
the County Council, notably in 
the fields of road and bridge 
construction and maintenance 
and extension of the present 
limited civil service system to 
other county departments. 

Under the procedure 
charter revision, changes 
the proposed draft could be 
made at any time by the 
council before the amendments 
are submitted to the voters. 
The report urged that amend- 
ments finally agreed on after 
the hearings be voted on at an 
election “early in 1958.” A 
majority of votes cast is need- 
ed for approval of charter 
amendments.

Robert H. ‘Hot Rod) Moore, 
traffic offender and former St. 
Louisan, today was ordered fe- 
manded to Audrain county, 
Mo., where he was serving an 
8-month sentence for a traffic 
offense, by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals which denied a writ 
of habeas corpus sought by 
Moore's attorney. 

Moore received the sentence 
in circuit court at Mexico, 
Audrain county seat, Aug. 31, 
1954, when he pleaded guilty 
of leaving the scene of a §$t. 
Louis accident resulting in 
property damage. The case 
was heard there on a change 
of venue from St. Louis. 

He served four months of 
the sentence and was paroled 
Jan. 4, 1955, on condition that 
he not drive an automobile, or 
seek a driver's license without 
court permission. Moore, when 
living in Chicago, however, ob- 
tained an Illinois license with- 
out court approval and Mis 
parole was revoked last April 
12. Moore’ was returned to the 


county jail in Mexico. 
Henry G. Morris, his attor- 
ney, sought a writ of habeas 


corpus on the ground that the 
jurisdiction .of the court at 
Mexico expired last Jan. 4 and 
that it therefore could not re- 
voke the parole. 

In its opinion today, the ap- 
pelate court said the circuit 
court at Mexico did have juris- 
diction, because the action was 
taken in the first term of court 
following the two-year limita- 
tion period.

‘Devoid of Leadership’ 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 


To those of us who lived through 
the troubled years prior to World 
War Il, the greatest heartache was 
the lack of firm united policy by 
the Western democracies and the 
ignominious sell-out of our small- 
nation friends to appease Hitler, 
Mussolini and the Japanese war 
lords. 


Reading the history books of this 
bygone period one can't help feel- 
ing that we are again making the 
same mistakes and that the United 
States, Britain and France are once 
again devoid of leadership. 


At the NATO conference Dulles 
and Eisenhower were two tired-out 
men with tired-out programs. In the 
period that will follow these men 
will not bring forth any new ideas 
to capture men’s imaginations the 
world over but we will just drift 
along to greater perils. We need a 
new Atlantic Charter and peaceful 
missives. 


In the vast Middle East where 
Arab dictators, kings, and pashas 
rule in feudal splendor over mil- 
lions of downtrodden peoples, we 
cannot afford to counter the black- 
mail of these oil-rich deposits by 
the sell-out of another strong de- 
mocracy—lIsrael. 


In this backward territory we 
should have a firm policy toward 
these Arab leaders and let them 
know that we will guarantee their 
present borders and those of Israel 
and that the billions they receive 
from oil plus our loans should be 
used to create opportunities for a 
better way of life for their sub- 
jects. 

Our foreign policy could very 
easily be a simple one. It should 
be dedicated to working with and 


for those nations whose aims are 
democratic. who have interests in 
human rights, who wish to raise 


the standard of living of their peo- 
ples and who will not buy Russian 
arms when their own people are 
kept in bondage and in starvation.

Prime Place to Save 


President Eisenhower will send a special mes- 
sage to Congress early in the impending session 
that will call for cutting non-service-conneécted 
benefits for veterans. So the United Press re- 
ports from Washington, and every citizen, vet- 
eran or not, ought to applaud the news. 


Coincidentally comes the appointment by the 
President of G. Sumner Whittier of Massachu- 
setts as the new Veterans Administrator and suc- 
cessor to the high-pension-minded Harvey V. 
Higley, who resigned purportedly in part because 
of the economy prospeet. 


Unjustified payments to veterans offer a fer- 
tile field to help the Administration and Con- 
gress find the extra millions required to speed 
up the ballistic missile programs. These wasteful 
outlays have cried out for overhauling for years. 

Nearly two years ago the President's Commis- 
sion on Veterans’ Benefits expressed a sound 
basis for overhauling the veterans’ aid program. 
The group, led by Gen. Omar N. Bradley, said 
after 12 months of study that military service 
“should not in itself be the considered basis for 
special privilege or benefit.” 


Some of the Bradley Commission's proposals 
were questionable—for example, those relating 
to curtailing G.I. insurance—and some may be 
no longer applicable. But on the whole, and 
especially in relation to pensions, hospitalization 
and medical care, its program remains a good 
one. We commend the President for determin- 
ing to push the program in Congress. 
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. Although some professional veterans leaders 
described Gen. Bradley as the arch-enemy of the 
millions who wore the nation’s uniform, the fact 
is that the former VA head and his six colleagues 
performed a patriotic service in making their 
recommendations. Provision is made, as it should 
be, for the veterans who have service-connected 
disabilities. Social security, unemployment com- 
pensation, public assistance and other welfare 
programs.exist to help all citizens who qualify 
for them. These safeguards were unheard: of 
when veterans’ pensions and medical support 
began. 


Possible savings, if Congress takes the fat out 
of the veterans assistance programs, might total 
as much as $200,000,000 in the coming fiscal 
year. Far greater savings would occur in the 
future when present programs, continued at cur- 
rent rates, would run high into billions. 

When the Bradley Commission issued its re- 
port in April 1956, it showed how the United 
States was well on its way to becoming a nation 
of veterans and their dependents. It said: 

In 1940 there were only 4,000,000 war 
veterans; there are now 22,000,000 in civilian 
life. In 1940 veterans and their families rep- 
resented only 11 per cent of the population. 
Today, veterans and their families constitute 
45 per cent of our total population—49 per 
cent if those still in the armed forces and 
their families are included. 

The figure would crowd 50 per cent now. Yet 
with virtually half the population either veteran 
or veteran-connected, there are those who milk 
the Government for all they can get. A House 
committee reported in early 1956 that one re- 
tired construction engineer with an annual in- 
come of $21,719 and a net worth of $507,670 
received 25 days of free veteran hospitalization 
on the basis of his statement that he was unable 
to pay for hospital care. 

7 ° . 

The same committee, headed by Congressman 
Teague of Texas, reported that at least 20 per 
cent of the veterans seeking free VA hospitaliza- 
tion for non-service-connected disabilities could 
afford to pay. When the 100,000th patient was 
admitted free to the VA hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks, in 1952, he was found to be a veteran 
of World War I, whovafter 30 years of civilian 
life, fell and broke his arm. 

Why should that man have received free care 
that a non-veteran would have had to pay for? 
The obvious answer is the right one. 

If the veterans organizations, such as the 
American Legion, want to help the Government 
put its house in order, they will abandon their 
old roles as defenders of all veterans’ benefits 
whether deserved or not. They will encourage 
the White House to take a strong position and 
back those Senators and Representatives who 
put the national welfare above supposed elec- 
tiom-year expediency.

Enter Coach Devine 

Exit Coach Frank Broyles at the University 
of Missouri, enter Coach Dan Devine from Ari- 
zona State College at Tempe. Obviously the 
State University has learned a great deal in the 
last two years about how to hire a football 
coach. A coach should be handsome, affable, 
knowledgeable about football, a good recruiter 
and sound public speaker, a habitual winner and 
stable enough to stay put. Especially, at Co- 
lumbia, the last. 


Hence more seems to be expected from a foot- 
ball coach than from Project Vanguard. It has 
even been suggested (in another state) that, 
since coaches are paid to win and fired if they 
do not, their contracts should require them to 
win eight of 10 games the first year, nine of 10 
the second and all 10 games the third. That, 
incidentally, is exactly what young Coach Devine 
did in Arizona. 

The University of Missouri, however, does not 
expect all that. It is an exception. It expects 
a coach to turn out well-trained, hard-playing 
teams, under an athletic program intended to 
keep football within some bounds of educational 
sanity. The terms and recipients of athletic 
scholarships are announced publicly; recruiting 
is not supposed to extend too far or too often 
beyond Missouri's boundaries. 

All this is in some ways more difficult than 
producing winning teams. But Coach Devine 
says he believes the Missouri plan “can be 
worked,” and the state will support him as he 
tries to make it work. 
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Mr. Portman’s Profession 

Eric Portman, the Yorkshireman who Is play- 
ing in “Separate Tables” at the American, will 
have struck a responsive chord in many a heart 
—-responsive? nay, resonant and appassionato— 
by his account of how he came to choose his pro- 
fession. “The idea of having to get up every 
morning to go to work and of doing the same 
thing day after day after day” seemed horrid. 
So he decided to shun the business world. 

Everyone who has got up and shaved the same 


“old face morning after morning, and caught the 


same old bus down to the same old office, will 
know what Mr. Portman is talking about. None 
of that for Eric. Getting up and going to work 
six evenings and two matinees a week \s quite 
enough for him. Rehearsals and try-outé on the 
road, if we are to believe anything we read in 
Richard Bissell’s “Say, Darling,” are one long 
breeze, during which no one need come unless 
he wants to, and is privileged to put in an ap- 
pearance then as late as he likes. 

If the production is a big success there is a 


modicum of the same lines and the same busi- 
ness over and over for. some while, but a play 
has never run longer than ‘seven years, so there 
is always a new play to look forward to, also 
containing lines and business. And none of this 
jokery, so prevalent in routine-bound offices, of 
sticking one’s feet up on the desk and pretending 
to be engaged in high-level thought.

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Doubling Dollar Loans 


In his Paris NATO address President Eisen- 
hower put no special stress on the announcement 
that he would ask Congress to increase the lend- 
ing authority of the Export-Import bank by two 
billion dollars. He gave only one sentence to 
this item; so, in the excitement about missiles, 
it did not get nearly as much attention as it 
deserves. 


Actually, it means that the President proposes 
to double the economic phase of foreign aid. 

So-called under-developed countries are more 
likely to be saved from Communist domination 
if their economies are strengthened to the point 
at which they can be independent of Russian 
barter deals and other Red blandishments, and 
secure also against internal economic hardships 
and the consequent discontent which is the rich- 
est seed-bed for subversive movements. 


India is a case in point. New Delhi needs 
dollars to re-arrange payment of its interna- 
tional debts so that these will not interfere with 
its five-year industrial expansion plan. It is 
understood that the President’s proposal covers 
an initial loan of about $70,000,000 to India and 
a total of perhaps as much as $200,000,000 over 
a five-year span. 

The bank plan probably will encounter less 
opposition in Congress than would some other 
aid proposals. This is because the Export-Im- 
port bank has an almost perfect record on re- 
payment of its loans over a period of 24 years. 
Congress also is inclined to favor the bank be- 
cause its credits must be used to purchase 
American goods. 

This requirement narrows the bank’s scope, 
and it could contribute to the imbalance of world 
trade if other forms of aid—in credits or in 
grants—were not available. Nevertheless 36 
countries so far have borrowed from it more 
than one billion dollars. The manner in which 
they have been meeting their obligations may 
placate some men in Congress who are inclined 
to join Senator Mike Mansfield of Montana in 
his determination to cut the President's foreign 
aid program. 

The Senator says the United States needs 
some ‘“‘new ideas” in foreign relations, that it 
“must get away from the idea that dollars pro- 
vide the answer to the difficulties of countries 
in need of assistance.” New ideas certainly are 
welcome. But it so happens that dollars do “pro- 
vide the answer” for countries like India. 

Much, of course, depends on how dollars are 
used. They may not do much good if they are 
regarded as mere bribes to keep anti-Communist 
elements in power. But when they are used to 
buttress the independence of a non-Communist 
nation, they are a powerful weapon of Amer- 
ican diplomacy. 
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A Conductor of Distinction 

In engaging Edouard van Remoortel as regu- 
lar conductor of the St. Louis Symphony Orch- 
estra, the board of directors has seemingly made 
a fortunate choice. 

Mr. Van Remoorte! is in the position of being 
both young and experienced. He began conduct- 
ing at the age of 17; at 31 he is the musical di- 
rector of the Belgian National Orchestra and dur- 
ing the intervening period he has been a guest 
conductor with many orchestras in Europe, Africa 
and the Americas. These are valuable assets 
for a musician who must demonstrate personal 
leadership as well as musical knowledge in the 
post he will assume at the beginning of the next 
concert season 

His success in St. Louis, however, will be de- 
termined largely by the quality of the concerts 
he directs. His concerts in St. Louis were highly 
reassuring in this respect, as he won the ap- 
proval of the audiences and the orchestral 
musicians. 

There is every reason to believe, therefore, 
that Mr. Van Remoortel will bring renewed vi- 
tality to the musical life of St. Louis as did 
Viadimir Golschmann when he took over the 
orchestra 27 years ago. So the Symphony Society 
deserves congratulations for having chosen an 
artist of such professional and persona! distinc- 
tion as its new conductor. 
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The Khrushchev Letter 
Nikita Khrushchev's letter to Bertrand Rus- 
sell evidently was timed to explode on the NATO 
conference, and while its impact was something 
less than that, it should not be dismissed as 
a dud 

The Soviet leader told the British philosopher 
that if, by chance, death-dealing weapons were set 
off from United States bases in Britain as the re- 
sult of an incorrectly understood order, “a 
crushing retaliatory blow would follow immedi- 
ately.” 

In part this is an obvious threat of “massive 
retaliation,” Russian style, to Western nations 
considering American missiles bases on their 
soil. In part it is skillful recognition of a world- 
wide concern that, in a day of far-ranging rock- 
ets, a plain mistake could lead to a holocaust. 

The Paris conference has answered the Soviet 
threat by agreement, in principle, on missile 
bases in Europe. But so far Britain and The 
Netherlands are the only European allies to 
agree to such bases in practice. NATO's imme- 
diate military problem is how to permit swift 
decisions for defense of Western security, with, 
out permitting a margin for blundering into war. 

Naturally the United States ha an answer 
to propose. The NATO commander, who is an 
American, would retain control of nuclear war- 
heads for. missiles in Europe, and the Allies 
would control the missiles themselves. Thus, in 
an emergency, only a joint decision could put 
missile and warhead together for firing. The 
formula is meant to reassure our allies against 
unilateral action or mistakes. 

The United States will have up to a year or so 
in which to “sell” its allies on this provision, 
since missiles will not be ready for them before 
that time. Meanwhile the allies have extracted 
from the United States an agreefhent to sound 
out Russia on a cold war truce. If the West 
cannot succumb to Khrushchev's threats, neither 
can it fail to explore every possible route toward 
an effective truce which, alone, can really elimi- 
nate the margin for error that is war. 
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We'll say one thing for Yehudi Menuhin. He 
surely makes himself Yeheardi.

There are times when the solution 
to problems long delayed requires new 
concepts driven home by radical ac- 
tion along a broad front. In the past 
quarter century the United States has 
thrice confronted such moments: in 
1933, 1941 and 1947, 

In my view we are at such a mo- 
ment again and my greatest anxiety 
is that we may not have taken the 
full measure of this Moment’s mean- 


ing, that our fre- 
sponse to Sputnik 
will fall short in 


urgency and magni- 
tude. 

Since the end of 
the Korean War 
two revolutionary 
forces, long in their 
generation, have 
gathered momen- 
tum: the revolutiog 
in weapons of mass 
destruction, the 
means for their de- 
livery, andthe 
means for defense 
against them; and 
the nationalist revolution of rising ex- 
pectations in Asia, the Middle East 
and Africa. 

The Soviet Union has geared its 
policy to these two forces and thrown 
a massive effort into their exploita- 
tion. Thus far we have not. Hence 
the crisis.

Somber Facts About Russia 


By a single spectacular scientific 
achievement we have been brought 
face to face with the fact that Russian 
scientists have led across new fron- 
tiers, that Russian children are today 
better educated in certain vital re- 
spects than our own, that Russian 
basic production is increasing at a 
much faster rate than ours and—per- 
haps most serious of all—that Russia 
stands today in the eyes of the ma- 
jority of the members of the world’s 
population as more skillful, more pow- 
erful, yes, and ironically, more peace- 
ful, than we are. 


Even though these somber facts 
were foreseen and foretold by many 
they have come as a shock and rudely 
removed from our eyes the scales of 
cockiness, of complacency and of the 
pride that goes before a fall. 


I like to think that beyond that 
they have also removed one barrier 
that has stood long between this na- 
tion and its destined greatness. That 
barrier was ignorance——by design or 
neglect—of the true state of our af- 
fairs in the world. We didn't know 
the whole truth; perhaps we didn't 
want to know. Now we are getting 
it from the Russians. 


Stepping Stones to Domination 


I expect this truth will do two 
things. 

It will make us use the strength we 
have—the strength of mind, of re- 
sources and of true values that is ours. 


Byt it will also make us see, as we 
have not before, the fateful paradox: 
that there is a race of arms in which 
we must again draw abreast, but that 
this has now become a race that no 
one, neither we nor any other nation, 
can ever win... . 


We have been losing ground in the 
under-developed countries which Len- 
in and Stalin believed to be the de- 
cisive stepping stones, first to the 
domination of Europe and ultimately 
the world. Already Soviet non-mil- 
itary foreign expenditure is pressing 
us closely in amount, and their effort 
is on an ascending curve while ours 
is descending. 

And a progressive weakening in 
Asia and Africa in the next few years, 


coupled with dramatic Soviet advances 
in the military field, will further the 
neutralist movement among many of 
our friends. 

So it is my.earnest hope that the 
United States will help to meet the 
economic development crisis in India. 
If the Indian experiment fails then 
we might as well say farewell to our 
chances in Asia. 


But the task is larger than India, 
and I think the time has.come for the 
Western powers to get together to 
meet this threat too: to mobilize their 
financial and technical resources for 
a new, enlarged and co-ordinated ef- 
fort, not with guns but with ideas, 
with propaganda and persuasion: yes, 
and with the dollars that are live am- 
munition in the protection of these 
vulnerable areas from Soviet eco- 
nomic penetration. ,. , 


Leadership Is Called For 


Money for missiles isn't hard to get 
from Congress, but money for the 
hotter economic conflict has met with 
rising objection in recent years. 

I am sure that the Administration 
will have the support of many leading 
citizens and voluntary organizations 
on a nonpartisan basis if it is prepared 
to lead the way and to stay on the 
course. No piecemeal, half-hearted or 


indecisive approach will suffice. And 
there is no time to waste. 
If the arms race continues, if mil- 


itary systems continue to grow in 
complexity and their costs continue to 
rise at the same rate they did during 
the past decade, and we really stay 
in the race, the nations of the world 
will spend at least two trillion dollars 
for defense between now and 1970 

Will these enormous expenditures 
buy any security at all? I.doubt it, 
and the world of 1970 will make this 
period appear tranquil. The arms race 
must be regarded by all as at best 
being a means of buying time to devel- 
op an adequate arms control system. 

But the contemporary crisis in- 
volves, as I see it, still another dimen- 
sion. If it includes—and surely it 
does—compulsion for new military 
and economic defenses, if it presents 
crucial new issues of foreign policy, 
it also relates no less directly to our 
affairs here at home. 


Pericles’ Appraisal of Athens 


We hear it said today on all sides 
that if one must spend new billions 
on defense to meet the challenge of 
the Russian satellite, then these bil- 
lions must be taken out of the do- 
mestic budget somewhere. 

What. program is it that is to be 
cut back? Is it education, slum clear- 
ance, health, social security” 

The worst thing that could happen 
would be for us not to build, immedi- 
ately, the defenSe we need. The next 
worst thing would be to meet this 
immediate crisis by needlessly aggra- 
.vating or by ignoring the impending 
crisis that is developing in terms of the 
growth of our own population. 

The test of capitalistic democracy 
today is not whether it can raise the 
money to get a satellite and an inter- 
continental ballistic missile into the 
air. Of course it can—and will. The 
test is whether we can do this with- 
out sacrificing, as Russia has done, 
the essentials of individual welfare. 

When Sparta was frightening the 
Athenians Pericles said: “I am more 
worried about our own faults than 
about the plans of our enemies.” And 
so am I

Adventures for the Young 


“What’sa good book?” the tenth 
grader (high school sophomore to 
you) will ask. If in answer you hand 
over a really good adventure of either 
land or sea, you probably will have 
the pleasure of seeing your inter- 
rogator so engrossed that further 
questions will not be forthcoming for 
quite a while. 


In answer to just such a question 
I heartily recommend “The Adven- 
tures of Ben Gunn” (Bobbs Merrill, 
$3), in which the author, R. F. Delder- 
field, fills in gaps in the lives of 
“Treasure Island” characters unac- 
counted for by R. L. Stevenson. Cir- 
cumstances which led to Gunn's be- 
coming a pirate, experiences which 
ended in Long John’s losing a leg, 
what became of Israel Hand, all these 
and many more are dealt with. 

Journalist, novelist and playwright, 
Delderfield with great skill puts into 
Jim Hawkins’s mouth phrases simulat- 
ing those Stevenson had Jim use, 
giving us a book which Stevenson ad- 
mirers old and young will enjoy.

Exciting “Shark Fishing Off the 
Great Barrier Reef” (Ariel, $3), is by 
Horace Mazet, an Australian shark 
fisherman. In the story, Bob Smith and 
his native companion Ebony who have 
to cope with some of the sea’s deadlies' 
inhabitants find even greater danger 
in human form: “pearl poachers,” dis- 
reputable characters who lurk “among 
the isolated atolls.” Eight pages of 
pictures of undersea life drawn by 
Russell Peterson of New York Mu- 
seum of Natural History add greatly 
to the value of the book. 

Patrick O'Connor who has to his 
credit several well-written adventures 
of good characterization for teen-age 
boys brings out “The Lost Harpooner” 
(Washburn, $2.75). Nineteenth-cen- 
tury Whaling lore and ocean-going ex- 
citement produce informative and 
very entertaining reading.

FTO HONOR TRADITON 


_— 


TEAMED pudding is one 
traditional Yuletide dessert 
that never loses popularity. 
Cinnamon, cloves and mace 
supply the spice; currants, nuts 


and mixed candied fruit com- 
prise the “sugarplums” that set 
a Christmas pudding apart. 

True, steaming a pudding 
does take time—but isn’t it 
worth it when a holiday pud- 
ding embodies the culinary tra- 
dition of the season? And it 
isn’t difficult. Put a quart of 
water into a pan with a tighte 
fitting cover and a rack in the 
bottom. When the water boils, 
put the pudding-filled mold on 
the rack. Cover the pan and 
reduce heat so that the water 
just simmers. Steaming takes 
about three.hours. It is impor- 
tant that the pudding mold be 
securely covered with double- 
thick aluminum foil or waxed 
paper tied around with a string 
at the top. 

This recipe makes two gen- 
erous puddings. To re-heat 
one for another time, wrap it 
in foil or replace in the origi- 
nal mold and cover tightly. 
Steam as before for one to one 
and one-half hours. 

Reminder: No steamed pud- 
ding is complete unless served 
with hard sauce. The recipe 
given here is for a fluffy type 
of sauce.

AR DOCTRINAL SPLIT

BERLIN, Dec. 19 — Public 
criticism of a faculty member 
of an East Berlin University 
yesterday indicated that a 
doctrinal split exists fh East 
German Communists ranks. 


Dr. Heinrich Taut, depart- 
ment head of the institute for 
s@rial sciences at Humboldt 
University, published a sharp 
attack on Dr. F. Herneck, a 
lecturer in his institute. It ap- 
peared in Neues Deutschland, 
newspaper of the Social Unit) 
(Communist) party. 

The article linked Herneck 
with revisionism. This term is 


generally applied by the ruling~ 


group of Communists to any 
interpretation of party prin- 
ciples different from their own 
view. The case appeared to be 
a struggle between Herneck, an 
enemy of Stalinism, and Taut, 
an enemy of revisionism. 
Publication of the case sug- 


gested that party leaders had 
a larger objective than that of 
disciplining a teacher who had 
erred in interpretation. Taut 
disclosed part of that objective 
by declaring it was strange 
that Herneck had been able to 
get his views published and 
also broadcast over the state 
radio 

The implied criticism of 
press and radio fits in with 
previous reports that. party 
leaders are dissatisfied with 
the attitude of numerous in- 


tellectuals. At a recent con- 
ference on culture, the party 
leadership warned against 


“softness toward bourgeois in- 
fluences.” 


Taut reported that Herneck 
had been on the path of error 
ever since the twentieth con- 
gress of the Soviet Communist 
party. At that meeting in 
February 1956 Soviet’ party 
leader Nikita S. Khrushchev 
attacked Stalin and the cult of 
personality. 

In Herneck's subsequent 
criticisms, Taut said, Herneck 
busied himself with such a 
subject as “the dogmatic 
stagnation for decades” of 
marxism.,

SIDI IFNI, Spanish West

But Spanish officials 
stress that the dawn attack of 
Nov. 23, in which about 700 to 
1200 attacking Moors pene- 
trated Sidi trying to seize the 
Spanish arms depot here, was 
so well organized, equipped and 
led that it must have been 
staged with the connivance, if 
not the open support, of the 
government of Morocco. Some 
Spanish officials think it was 
managed by experienced North 
African Communist guerrilla 
chiefs. 

Calm Inside Area. 

This correspondent with two 
French correspondents, Eric 
Oliver of Le Figaro and Gil- 
bert Oraziani of Paris-Match, 
reached here late Tuesday in a 
Spanish air force Junkers from 
the Canary islands. We were 
the first correspondents, for- 
eign or Spanish, to receive 
permission to visit this be- 
sieged city.

CHILEAN HOSPITAL WORKERS 
JOIN STRIKE OF DOCTORS 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec, 19) 
(AP)—Hospital employes joined 
a Chilean doctors’ strike yes- 
terday, leaving emergency 
crews to care for the gravely 
ill. 

The strike started three days 
ago, when 6000 doctors and 
dentists ended their work in 
public hospitals. They con- 
tinued to care for patients .in 
their offices and private hos- 
pitals, however. The strike of 


hospital employes affected 
about 35,000 employes. 
The Government accused 


“extreme leftists” of being’ be- 
hind the strike, called to sup- 
port a demand for higher sal- 
aries for hospital doctors. 
Nearly all doctors in Chile 
have hospital jobs which pay

Fine Food From Camere 


By Hoyt Alden 


TO MANY PEOPLE a cas- 
serole is just something you 
cook beans in, to others its a 
sort of general utility pot that 
won't crack’ when you put it 
in the oven, 

As a matter of fact it’s a 
French word whose literal 
meaning is simply “saucepan.” 
Nowadays, however, we think 
of it as a utensil in which 
food can be cooked in the 
oven, and from which it can 
be served right at the table. 
The word applies only to the 
utensil, not to the things that 
go into it. 

The French brough casserole 
cooking to its present state 
of perfection: and Americans 
have discovered that’ casserole 
dishes can be not only deli- 
cious but very convenient, es- 
pecially in these times when 
most women are rushed. 
a gal knows what she is doing, 
she can get herself a reputa- 
tion as a great little cook with 
nothing but a casserole, the 
proper ingredients and a little 
know-how. 

You can make anything from 


soup to (pardon the cliche) 
nuts in casseroles, but the 
casserole is put to its best 


use for main course dishes. 
There is one in the seafood 
and egg category, however, 
which is worth mentioning. 
It's fine for a fast day. It is 
egg and shrimp with wine cur- 
ry sauce. Like this: 

Melt two tablespoons of but- 
ter and blend in two table- 
spoons of flour. Add a teaspoon 
of salt, a teaspoon of curry 
powder, an eighth of teaspoon 
of ground cloves and a dash 
of freshly ground pepper. 

Add a 10%-ounce can of 
condensed cream of mushroom 
soup and half a cup of good 
white wine and blend them in 
slowly and well, cooking slow- 
ly until they're thickened. Stir 
constantly. Stir in a tablespoon 
or so of chopped parsley. 

Have ready a half dozen hard 
cooked eggs. Peel and slice 
them and place a layer of 
slices in ‘the bottom of a 
greased casserole. Have ready 
a cup of cooked and shelled 
shrimp. Place a layer of 
shrimp over the eggs. Top 
with the rest of the egg slices. 
Pour the sauce over the works 
and bake it in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes er so, until the 
top is brown and it begins to 
bubble.

Like this: 

Cut a fourth of a pound of 
pork into small pieces and 
saute them until they're crisp 
in a two-and-a-half quart cas- 
serole over a low flame.

Have two and a half pounds 
of shoulder or shank of veal 
cut into small pieces. Wipe

When a representative 
of the owners, the Moore- 
McCormack Lines, asked 
if I'd like to launch the

IF MRS. MARK C. STEIN- 
BERG hadn't happened to stay 
at the Hotel Pierre in New 
York several winters ago, St. 
Louisans today might not be 
enjoying the new $1,000,000 
skating rink in Forest Park. 
The Pierre overlooks Central 
Park and Wollman Memorial 
ice rink. From her hotel room 
window, Mrs. Steinberg saw 
the skaters having a fine time 
in the park. The idea occurred 
to her that this would be a 
wonderful thing for St. Louis 
and would also be a fitting me- 
morial to her late husband, a 
broker, who had always been 
interested in young people. 

On her return home she ar- 
ranged to donate two-thirds of 
the total construction cost and 
the city of St. Louis added the 
other third. Now, almost two 
years later, Steinberg Memorial 
rink is in full operation. 


On a recent Saturday morn- 
ing, I went out to the rink to 
see how things were going, and 
found they were humming. A 
long line of fidgety children 
and shorter lines of teen-agers 
and adults were waiting to file 
through the turnstiles. While 
they waited, an _ attendant 
drove slowly over the ice in a 
shiny red and white rubber- 
tired ice machine that worked 
on the order of a farm thresh- 
er, scooping up ice shavings 
and spewing them into a large 
container. 

The turnstiles were finally 
unlocked, and the crowd began 
to file through. Almost every 
adult had two or three young- 
sters in tow. 


Once inside, there was a gen- 
eral rush to the dressing room 
in the main building on the 
east side of the rink, which also 
houses a snack bar, a skate 
shop, first aid room and offices. 
The manager of the ring, Eu- 
gene Brostoski, was standing 
by, checking the attendance.

Dunn added that the out-

Dancing in 
Childhood 


By Angelo Patri 


MOST CHILDREN love rhy- 
hm and rhythm has a way of 
setting the body in motion ' 
which becomes rhythmic. That 
is known as dancing. The very 
young ones, under five, cannot 
do tife formal steps and should 
not be asked to, but they can 
move as the music speaks to 
them. They enjoy that and 
when allowed to do so without 
the interference of the watch- 


ing adult. they begin making 
co-ordinated movements grace- 
fully. This is fine exercise for 


them, since it helps to develop 
their muscles and incréases 
control of them. 

This can be called creative 
dancing if one wishes but to 
the child it is dancing and 
great fun. If allowed to de- 
velop naturally it will lay the 
foundation for formal dancing 
later on. In the meantime they 
enjoy dramatic interpretation 
to music. The teacher tells a 
story that lends itself to free 
dramatization. There must be 
poetic feeling in the story so 
the gestures, and the move- 
ments made by the children in 
response will be graceful. A 
story that tells about the flight 
of birds or the wind in the 


trees is the sort required. Chil- 
dren of the first-year grades 
in school need this experience 


for several reasons. It re- 
lieves the tensions of the class- 
room for both teacher and pu- 
pils. It strengthens the chil- 
drens abilitv to co-ordinate 
their movements. It rests them 
and lets them go back to work 
refreshed. 


As the children grow in 
understanding of this art 
they like to do interpretive 
dancing. That is, they listen 
to a piece of fine music and 
dance out the feeling the | 
meaning of it has for them. 
This is an excellent lesson in 
physical culture, in music 
and dancing. It is a thera- 
peutic essential in junior 
high schools, since these chil- 
dren are in a halfway stage 
of development. Their minds 
and bodies are in uneasy 
poise and this sort of lesson 
period relieves them of pres- 
sures and tensions. 


Formal dancing and ballet) 
. are forms of dancing that come | 
much later, Ballet lessons 
should not be given very 
young children as their bodies 
are not sufficiently seasoned 
or developed for it. Ballet is a 
specialized form of the dance 
and only children of the special 
talent necessary for it should 
take it on. 

Social and formal dancing is 
for the older adolescents who 
are ready for it. Square dances 
ought to introduce this. They 
help break the ice of formality 
ballroom dancing is likely to 
set, being informal and real 
fun. 

Teach the children to dance 
for the sake of their health, 
their manners, their posture 
and their friendliness. One 
cannot dance and feel grouchy 
or despondent. The home rec- 
ords can be of great help here.

The Fifth 
Column in 
Our Souls 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


SELF-KNOWLEDGE de 
mands the discovery of our 
predominant fault, of the par- 
ticular defect which tends to 
prevail in us, affecting our 
sympathies, our decision, de- 
sires and passions. The pre- 
dominant fault is not always 
clearly seen, because it acts 
as a fifth column in our souls. 

A man, who by nature is gen- 


tle and kind, may easily have 
his spiritual life ruined by the 
hidden fault of weakness to 
ward ethical and moral issues. 


Another person who by nature 
is courageous may have as his 
predominant fault, a bad tem- 
per, or fits of violence which 
he calls “courage.” The exist- 
ence of a predominant fault 
does not indicate that there is 
no good quality in us; yet our 
good qualities may possibly 
be rendered ineffective by this 
hidden defect. 

The quickest way to dis- 
cover the predominant fault 
is to ask ourselves, “What do 
I think about most when 
alone? What fault trritates 
me most when I am accused 
of it, and which sin do I 
most vigorously deny posses- 
sing? Where do my thoughts 
go when I let them go spon- 
taneously?” 


THE PREDOMINANT fault 
varies from person to person. 
It can be any one of the seven 
capital sins, and their corre- 
lated failings. The seven cap- 
ital sins are actually the seven 
pallbearers of the soul. We 
hate to acknowledge any one 
of them as being our own, for 
we see their ugliness; self- 
knowledge is not easy, because 


\self-love cannot endure humilia- 
| tion. It hurts’ us to tear off a 
‘layer of our conceit. If a 
thought suddenly crosses the 


mind of “how rotten I am,” 
‘the ego ts alert to drive it 
away. When the real self — 
the I — sees itself in God's 
Light as it really is, the ego 
vanishes. But the ego does not 
want to vanish. That is why 
some people try to avoid the 
painful process of self-knowl- 
edge on the ground that it 
\develops an “inferiority com- 
plex.” 

| Of all the towering nonsense 
in the modern world, nothing !s 
_greater than this dread of an 
inferiority complex; the roots 
of such a fear are always pride. 
Pride tells us, “I am not as 
proud or bold or self-assertive 
as I might be if my conscience 
were quieted by self-deception. 
I know that I am not so learned 
or so beautiful as my neighbor, 
and this fact hurts me, makes 
me miserable. I had better for- 
get it.” 

But the acceptance of our 
natural imperfections is de- 
sirable; we cannot all be 
giants. To accept both our tal- 
ents and our lack of talents as 
God's will is true humility. It fs 
realism to say, as John the 
Baptist did, “I must decrease.” 
He saw his true inferiority 
when he was confronted by 
Divinity, yet Our Lord said 
that he was the “greatest man 
born of woman.” 

The real self must be 
accepted for what it is. Per- 
haps it is not learned, nor 
beautiful nor charming. But 
what of that? The real self 
can have its own wisdom 
and its own beauty if itt 
yields to God, for “the beauty 
of the King’s daughter is 
from within.” 


IT 18 FURTHER objected 
that self-knowledge brings 
despair, as it reveals our true 
defects. There is no doubt that 
such despair is likely if we 
view ourselves apart from God 
revealed in Christ. A mate- 
rialistic psychoanalysis neces- 
sarily makes one pessimistic 
about human nature; the soul 
naturally shrinks from the dis- 
covery of a disease which can- 
not be cured. Atheists shudder 
at the prospect of going down 
into the pit of their real selves, 
for there is no exit for them 
toward happiness. Not having 
the humility to face the fact 
that their real selves are guilty. 
they deny the very existence of 
guilt, although seeing their sins 
would be the essential condi- 
tion of their cure. 

Self-knowledge is never 
despairing to those who ac- 
knowledge the power of God 
Who fears to reveal sickness 
to a physician who can cure 
him? Who fears to reveal his 


| guilt to a Saviour Who redeems? 


Self-examination to the Chris- 
tian is the digging of a founda- 
tion. The deeper the foundation, 
the higher the building will 
finally soar. The more humble 
the soul, the greater will be his 
exaltation when God touches 
him.
